ECONOMICS AND CATHOLICISM. 
Professor T. A. Smiddy, M.A., read a paper 
on “ Economics and Catholicism."” His object 
he said was to. put before Catholics the import- 
ance of knowing the relation of Catholcism 
to economics—a fact already recogni by the 
Hierarchy of Ireland. He understood by econo- 
mics the mental discipline which studies the 
activities men employ in getting their living, 
and studies them from the social point of view 
in their conditions and their results, as, for in- 
stance, in producing, distributing, and consum- 
ing wealth, and from this study devises rules 
in accordance with the ideals of justice or 
charity by which the welfare of the individuals, 
and of-the nation might be improved. 
SOCIALISM IN PRACTICE. 

Socialism in practice is realising the idealism 
of German phi absolute State. 
Everything, family, race, nation, even the 
Church,. must be stordinate to the absolute 
authority of the State. Similar tendencies were 
manifesting themselves in recent British legis- 
lation, Just as the capitalists abused their 
power, so also would the masses if they were 
unbued with the socialistic leaven of economic 
equality and material happiness as an absolute 
end. ‘The abuse of power by the masses might 
assume different forms. Much of the recent 
social legislation contained the seeds of slavery, 
as, for mstance, the National Health Insurance 
Act, and the Miners Minimum Wages Act. 
Against this enslaving influence many socialists 
and workers were in revolt, and to combat it 
had recourse to the general or sympathetic 
strike, or, as it was called in France, sabotage. { 
The metbods laid down by Leo. XIII. for the 
solution of social blems were the methodé 
recommended now by the wisest of non-Catholic 
economists, There would be no mitigation of 
our social crises until workers and employers 
returnefl to the paths of Christianity and the 
practice of religion. (Applause.) 

Rev. P. Cohalan seid he agreed with Pro- 
fessor Smiddy’s criticism of the National In- 
suranes Act, especially in regard to unemploy- 
ment. Unless employers changed their mothods, 
paid a living wage, and took some interest in 
their workers it was folly to argue against 
socialism. (Applause.) 


MANUAL INSTRUCTION AND PRIMARY 
' EDUCATION. 

_Major Gerald Dease read a paper on “ The 
Ngcessity of Manual Instruction is connection 
with Primary Education.” He began with a 
reference to the bygone conditions out of which 
the present system of National school education 
grew, and he pointed out that an educational 
system devised for England in the middle of 
the nineteenth century was not the supreme 
ideal for Ireland in the beginning of the 
twentieth. Yet it was on that assumption that 
the framing of Irish education had been 
founded. Abstract knowledge was useless unless 
it was applied to the better government of our 
aétions, and, therefore, the only reasonable way 
to educate a child was to study its natural im- 
pulse, and to train it in conformity with natu- 
ral development, so that it should produve the 
best natural results. If these reforms are de- 
sirable, why does not the National Board change 
their programme? Because the whole unin- 
formed opinion of this country is a solid moun- 
tain of misconception as ards education. 
Public opinion must, therefére, informed and 
changed before anyone can attempt the im- 
mense task of establishing a rational and co- 
herent system of education for the. country. 


THE RESIDENT COMMISSIONER. 

He held no brief for the National Board: it 
was able to take care of itself; but he could 
tell one thing—their chief hope for the future 
rested in the hands of the present Resident 
Commissioner. The day would come when our 
debt to Dr. Starkie, already incurred up to the 
prem moment, would be recognised; and if 
é received henceforth the enlightened co-opera- 
tion that was his due the debt of gratitude that 
Ireland would eventually owe him would be 
greater still. When Dr. Starkie took the reins 
of office many legislative arid administrative 
obstructions which in the first years hampered 
progress had been already overcéme by his pre- 
decessors; but those able and devoted men had 
been so worried br them that the science of 
primary education had been perforce neglected. 
As a matter of fact, it was very littlh under- 
stood thrdughout Europe in those days, but a 
pfalse misconception had had time to put its 
evil mark on the whole educational machinery 
of the country; and, as far as he knew, Dr, 
Starkie was the only ym man who then 
discerned the dangers of the course on which 
Irish education was embarked. In spite of the 
assive resistance of most educational interests 
n the country, of ignorant obstruction from 
some of his subordinates, and:‘of bitter outeries 
from the pens herself, who did not know that 
she was ill, and did not want to be cured, Dr.
